Roman Church Sponsored 
And Owned Some Of 
Early Inns 

"The Story of the Inn Is the Story 
of England," saldjBrof.iP. J. Tumér, 
of the School of Arcfilteoture, who ad- 
drèssed the Montreal Branch of the 
Royal Empire Society last night on the 
subject, "The Romance of the Old 
English Inn." 

It Is a mistake, in the opinion of 
Prof. "Turner, to confuse the Inn with 
any drtaklng-place or low 'public- 
house. The inn ot old England was 
more than this. It fulfilled the pur- 
pose of affordhig lodging and enter- 
tainment, and tried to give the traveler 
a "home away from home."' In the old 
tans wei^fl n d| ^y| |^i|5h waysides, we 
can br'ea^fiepîmepîtmôsptferé which 
made hlstoiTr, and although many of 
the tales told about' the inns are large- 
ly fictions of over-apji)ltlous landlords, 
yet a large number of them are true, 
aiid Innumerable tans have ■ harbored 
famous. hlstOTlcal;ffeiffM taiHours. tre; 
tiyently oi: the; gréate^^^ ' . 
Early Origin 
Many of ithe tans go l)ack. as far as 
the 14th cehtury.,:At that -tiipe many 
of theni belonged toj the dhuroh, being 
ixîgardéd as a supplemient to tiie work 
carried on by the Church;. This was the 
case witii the "Fox and Ooose," ta 
Suffolk, whloii has remataed the pro- 
tierty.'of the Church to this day.. We 
find examples of [ these inns aU over 
England,'<^axticularly, ta the Cathedral 
towns. ..Here'the inns were erected , in 
order to accommodate the pilgrims 
comtag to the cathedrals, and even the 
names, such as "The Pilgrim" have 
survived through six centuries. 
■ In the 15th centinry, the tans became 
the]gatber^i^M|for social and com- 
mfrci4i»l^^^|i«4l^?5ortS'-^ They, 
furiisiied boîÈ'd and lodgliig to those 
who travelled the roads and conttoued

Character Of Maori 
Race Preserved By 
Reliance On Legend 



Early Selllemcnts In New 
Zealand Traced By Dean 
■ Carrington 

ORIGINATE IN INDIA 

Native Race Rises From 
Primitive To Important 
. Positioii 



The strong belief ta myths and 
legends, handed down by traditions, 
and their great effect on the Maori 
race In New Zealand, formed ths key- 
note of the speech of Dean Oarrins- 
ton of Btehop's College to the St. 
James Literary Socieiiy, last nîgh!;. Bo 
successful have the Maori been in per- 
petuating their national or tribal héri- 
tage solely by tradition that we are 
led to question, said the speaker, our 
own faith In books. , 

Speaking on "Myths and Legends 
of the Maoris," Dean Carrington, who 
W£\s bom and has lived for some time 
In New Zealand, traced the growth of 
the Maori race from Its early primi- 
tive stage to its present social and 
political promtaence ta" the Ahtl' 
pbdean world. The MaorL are, accept 
ed as equal to the whites, intermarry, 
and one of their members rose to the 
post of acttag Prime Mtalster of New 
Zealand.' . 

Early Migration . 

A branch of the Polyrilsian race dif- 
fused throughout the Pacific, the 
early Maori considered "the ■ world 
was one great ocean." At a time 
when Europe was restricted by the 
narrow, medieval spirit, the • Maori 
had built sturdy canoes • and gained 
considerable knowledge of navigation. 
Making many voyages of exploration,' 
"they may have reached Vancouver 
or South America." 

Scientific research on the matter 
has been inadequate as . yet, but, ac- 
cordtag to the speaker, "the Maori 
seem to haye been ultimately of . thé 
HindU' RaÀe'l. an^^ean^^i^ 
IndiaV "An c£r^ 

made to New Zealand to 650 A.D. but 
the bulk of ' the eolonlste ' camé over 
700 years later. 

Genealogical Tablea 

To this day! the Maori proudly 
boasts of his descent from 'one of these 
emigrants of 1350, tractog back his 
ancestry,: 'without a break from very 
early! 'periods. Details' of. the voyage 
t6 New Zealand in five ships have been 
handed down from fttther to son.' Un- 
aided by written records,- memory and 
tradition have preserved • the racial 
and tribtd <' characteristics of the 
Maori. • - 

There Itf no doubt that the early 
Maori were savage and even canni- 
balistic. But, even then, they had -dC' 
veloped certain arts such as poetry and 
stagtag "and the most teautlful wood 
carving that any race .has ever hail." 

Bellgioiu ' BfJlets . : 
. Religious beliefs of tiie Miori tend 
to divide the origtaal' deity . of the 
world into the force of darkness- and 
of, light. Prom these have been pro-, 
duced the earth and the sky, and the 
seven . mtapr deities. Ttoged with

Tj^ITH the constant urge upon students at the 
" University not to confine all their energies to 
their studies, but to devote some of their spare 
j^tb'as ome. extra-curricuiar activity that will 
I^S^ilnteUectually profitable or merely, en^er 
taming, the choice of the best branch to follow 
must often be cause for much personal debate." 

Direct mental advancement comes through as^ 
soclatlon with any of the study clubs, the English 
Literature Society, the PhUosophlcal Club, the La- 
bor Club, and so on. People with an artistic or 
creative desire have ample opportunity to give 
vent to these feelings through any of the depart 
ments of both the dramatic and musical clubs, but 
there is no direct means of allowing the student 
an opportunity to learn how lio listen to and ap 
preclatft the higher forms of music, those wherein 
ft':dl7férs from the' ordinary concert of fancy suites, 
intermezzi, orchestrated songs, and the like.

Some of the results of both these offshoots of 
music are of extremely high merit; take .for ex- 
ample some of the suites, the Nutcraickcr, of thé 
Peer Gynt, or some of the concert arraàgements 
oit the operatic melodies— they provide entertain 
ment that could barely bé Improved upon, while as 
for the Jazz arraiigéments, some of thenk^dTOsjio' 
cleveri ;ln , spite of th'elr alleged classic copying, as 
to put niariy a good; composer of the usual music 
to shame. A few of the large dance orchestras— 
and It Is a pity that there are not more like them, 
have a polish, a tone, and a freshness of such un- 
deniable , quality as to mike them far more plea- 
sant io listen to than many of the concert orcties? 
tras that grace our tailo dinner hour programs. 

The expresslonlslï writings 6f the best compos- 
ers, the forms kdown as sonatas, quarliets, concer- 
tC symphohles, etc., are a means of refreshing en- 
joyment that can only be best appreciated by 
those persons In the position to accept It. A com- 
parison might be drawn betweeii this music, and 
the bcaitkotilte ys presented by the best actors, un- 
der /SS^pK^ideal conditloiisy but the reality of 
the stage portrait prevents a . complete simile. The 
term "music, lovers," though now In disfavor on 
àccount of the ridicule heaped upon It by the Macr 
stro of the Cuckoo' hour, Is perfectly true, and Is

The method of a musical listening eduoatton la 
now obvious: Sufficient hearing of the music one 
step ahead of the customary -^Ish will advance the 
taste, until the peak is reached.

One should really not discriminate, fbr the 
next number, the Schumann Sonata in O minor

ence. Here again Ellen Balion's simple straight- 
forward playing drove awayHhe pedantlcism, and 
ihade the Sonata s6und like music, r.nd not like 
an exercise for advanced players. Thus it was 
that the andantino hiovoment contained .'.ugsss- 
tions of the later romantic writers, while the last, 
the 'dance movements, leaped forth from the piano 
with , consistent freshness, lightness and brilliancy. 

In comparison, Miss Balion's second half of 
the program was light and of far less Importance 
The Steftiberg Etude in C major was good music, 
and gave some opportunity for technical displry.

have heard it played so well. The A flat major 
Polonaise was particularly. jwell done In all Us 
turns of glorious melody and breathless, rhythmic 
rapid fascination. 

The Toccata by Alberto Jonas was a piece lost 
in a maze of good music. It, was fortunately short, 
and while the artist's playing gave it some attrac 
tion, it remained of little consequence. "The . last 
program number, the Mephistb Wflltz^^^j to tj ;

for this, the windows generally being of 
a more recent date than the rest of the 
structure. In the old taprooms and 
kltehens one still finds old roasting 
jets, flails, sickles, and the other Im- 
plements common to the times of the 
Inn's youth. 

There are very few specimens of the 
Elizabethan Inn left In London, as 
moist of them were burned down in the 
Great Fire of 1666. But In the country 
there are still a large number. In these 
tans particularly, the story is popular 
that Queen Elizabeth slept there, and 
Indeed, had she slept in all the beds 
attributed to her, she would have lived 
to.'be niuch older than she did. • 
Homelike Character 
A characteristic of the English inn 
is Its homeltaess. Everything was done 
to make the stranger îéél as much at 
home as. passible, and'for this reason 
the English Inn Is probably more ex- 
pressive of the home life of Its people 
than that of most coimtrles of con- 
tfaental Europe. , 

The- height of prosperity, and fame 
was réached In the 18th century. The 
advent of the coaches, taking pas- 
sengers and mall to all parts of the 
country created a necessity for good 
inns, and many of the largest today, 
owe thebr popularity to theh- for- 
tunate location In these days wheri far 
more, pepple^ibravelled than ever before,, 
and.^lii^4ifîb s^B^^^ 

entertednment,, wlien they stopped off. 
Under these influences the Inns of the 
18th century . Improved vastly, and 
many of them which still exist are as 
comfortable as anyone iwuld desire..
